The old spirit of suspicion and 
distrust which distinguished pre- 
war diplomacy from the new could 
not be effectively banished until 
the work of disarmament had been 
completed, while he was convinc- 
ed that a successful disarmament 
conference would go farther than 
any other single factor towards 
minimising the dangers of the 
economic depression, ’

greater reliance upon the solemn 
obligations of the League.

The Foreign Sceretary said our 
interest in permanent peace had 
been the principal object of our 
active ‘participation in’ interna- 
tonal affairs, It had influenced 
our policy with regard to the 
Rhineland and other questions, in- 
eluding the FrancoItalian naval 
negotiations. - : 

He felt that a settlement of the 
Franco-ltalian naval problem 
would greatly help the Ojsarma- 
ment Conference, and failure 
might, sopner or later, destroy the 
value of the London Naval Treaty,

“Settlement™ and “Concession,” 
the beginnings af municipal gov- 
ernment here, and the theory and 
@ractice as to defence and 
neutrality of the International 
Settlement, ‘ 


Long-Standing Rights. 


He deals with events in 1853 
and 1864, which led to the de- 
velopment of the special doctrine 
of rights, which by virtue of its 
position the Settlement could ‘be 
deemed to possess, namely de- 
fence of armed neutrality and the 
right to exclude. Chinese arried 
forces from Settlement. 

The report shows that the foreign 
community has claimed under une 
fawoof opelf preservation to be 
entitled te protect itself sucainst 
the dangers from oan attack 
without, and that to this emd it 
bas orkanised permanent military 
forces and has claimed the right 
fo summon te its aid. the naval 
and military forces of (he foreign 
Powers, 


The Land Regulations. 


Mr, Feetham traces the history 
of the Land Regulations, and 
says they made only very radi- 
mentary provision for a municipal 
constitution, and it was not until, 
the new Regulations of 1866 had 
been approved by the Diplomatic 
Corps that the Settlement became 
equipped with its present 
machinery of government, 

“The Settlement ia therefore 
governed to-day under a con- 
stitution dating from 1866, when 
the Settlement was less than a 
third oof ita present area, tind 
the foreign population numbered 
ubout 2.200 and the Chinese 90,- 
GOD, compared with to-day's 
figures of 26,965 and 971,397 
foreigners and Chinese, respective. 
ly” aaa 
He comments on the diffleulty 
of getting new bye-laws passed 
owing to the eumbrous machinery, 
and considers it not surprising 
that the present constitution ‘has 
proved jnadequate for the Council 
und ratepayers to deal with new 
conditiona created by the growth 
in the tnst sixty years. 


Two Principles. 


He adds that, however, it as re. 
muarkable that so much has been 
successfully accomplished under 
a constitution framed to meet

He describes the constitution 
as based on two principles of 
self-governmont-~s rule of law 
that is the will of qualified voterg

Mr. Feetham says that there fa 
nothing remarkable concerning 
tho adoption of these principles, 
ebut it fs remarkable that an at- 
tempt is made to work this 
familfar type of constitution 
under conditions not merely un- 
familiar but unpnrafileled.

The character of these problems 
could not I seen in. advance, 
and “it is obvious, though progresa 
has been achieved, that no finality 
haa been reached.” 

The report goes on to deal 
with the difleultics which arose 
peters the Settloment and the 

thinese outside, fndamentally 
due to the fact that they repre- 
sented opposing principles of 
government—n rule of law rerans 
arbitrary authority. Mr. Feetham 
is of opinton that the Counedl, in 
order effectively to control and 
protect Chinese residents in the 
Settlement, has been compelled to 
Insist on oa restriction af the 
powers of the Chinese authorities 
in respect of these Chinese, 

Coming to the — history 
Chinese representation on the 
Council, the report shows that 
when the draft Land Regulations 
of 18660 were under considera. 
tion, they contained a proposal 
for Chinese representation. “For 
some reason which the records do 
not explain, the proposal was not 
included in the regulations which 
were finally approved.”

It.is Impossible to resist the con- 
clusion. that a great opportunity 
was lost—an opportunity for 
taking such a step forward In tho 
constitutional development of the 
Settlement as would have had a 
marked effoct in establishing tha 
relations between the Council 
and ratepayers on the one hand 
Chinese residents of the 
Settlement on the other, on it 
broader and sounder basis. . It 
was a rebuff, alienating Chinese 
support whieh would have been 
of the utmost value to the 
Council.”

haye done much In recent yenrs to 
combat the ‘evils of stuvery in 
various parts of the Britiah om- 
mre. . 
- In their opinion, sinves nre cut 
siderably in excess of their first 
estimate of 4,000,000.persons. In 
the preface to the latest edition of 
the book on “Slavery” by Lady 
Simon, it is pointed out “The new 
crusade is being carried on under 
very different conditions from the 
old. Wilberforce and his friends 
were working to conyert public 
opinion te the view that slavery 
wan an evil and -tnnecessary in- 
stitution, and to secure a change 
in Rritish law which, once ft was 
made, would be enforced without 
question by our own Courts, The 
modern problem is not national 
but international, The new task 
is not to convinee enlightened men 
and women that ‘slavery ia a mons. 
troun and hideous thing, but that 
it prevails over large portions of 
the earth, and that it ean be swept 
away by the leadership and the 
pressure of the League of Nations, 
And tn pursuing this new crusade, 
there is one feature of the situa- 
ton which gives special round 
for hope. It is the immensely in- 
creased sensitiveness of each part 
af the world te what ia going: on 
elsewhere,” ; 

As is well known Lady Simon 
has devoted much space ino her 
book to Slavery in’ China and 
Hongkony. Recently writing to 
the Secretary of the local Anti- 
Mui Taal Society, Lady Simon 
auld: 


“T think you are t- be cons, 
pratulated for carryinie through 
the work of this Society, 1 know 
what a burden such work is; but 
there things are worth doing, and 
we follow all you do with both 
sympathy and admiration, {£ am

Sir,—Although J entirely agree 
with “Whoopee” In hia letter 
to om contemporary, [ differ 
only on one point: the. rate 
of Stabilisation. His am- 
ditions are far too moderate, 
After all, considering the fact 
that our exchange touched at one 
time as high as 64./8d, (which was 
the right time to stabilise), 1 
think 5s. could be a fair rate of 
stabilisation. ,

Since the tradition that any form 
of entertalument—-whelher on Sun- 
day or otherwise—-is withed” still 
lingers in the ‘minds of only a very 
emall minority, then it follows: that 
any oppesition to such a ration: 
state of things could only come from 
the exercite of the vettiest form of 
tyranny en the part of this small 
number, 

Drayooned by the Minority. 

That minorities are sv powerful 
ix one of the curiosities of life, ale 
though the psychology ef it is quite 
simple. small body of people 
who meant business—- whether sood 
or bad business "will nlways get the 
better of alarge body of people who 
are bothering nbout nothing in 
particular, even though the business 
under discussion by others may be 
important to them.

Thus in polities, religion, in local 
administration, on licensing bodies, 
and in many other ways, the small 
army of Nosy Parkers carries the 
day against the far greater army of 
amiable Do Nothings. They issue 
orders, make rules of He for others 
to follow. and genorally impose their 
will on the majority. They are the 
stranjer only because the others 
nllew them to be so. :

FROM AKRON, OHIO. 


A signal by long distance tele- 
phone from ‘'P. W. Litchfield, 
President of the Goodyear Tyre 
and Rubber Company, from his 
office in Akron to President Jose 
Francisco Uriburu of Argentine 
started the turning of the wheels 
Saturday afternoon, Jnununry 24, 
in the new Goodyear tyre factory 
at Hurlingham, a few miles from 
the centre of Buenos Aires. 

Tlie dedication of the factory In 
the South American republic was 
an auapieclous oceision and wrote 
another chapter in the industrial 
history -of- that nation. - Elaborate 
ceremonies had been planned, and, 
in addition to Goodyear officinis 
who are in immedinte charge of 
the plant, and those who left 
Akron recently for the opening, 
prominent Argentine government, 
army and_navy offtcials and well- 
known industrial leaders, besides 
many Goodyear denlers were 
present. 

The telephone line from Akron 
to Hurlingham was’ “cut through” 
u few minutes before 2 o'clock. 
Promptly at 2 o'clock Mr. Litch- 
field began ‘his shert address. 
President Uriburn-. and -his staff 
were with Goodyear officials on 
speciaily crected platform. Tele- 


phone head sets were provided for 
the party for receiving tho 
message from Akron. 

_The Goodyear executive's talk 

was punctuated by brief pauses to 
enable an interpreter at Hurling- 
ham to relay in Spanish to the 
gathering the message from the 
Goodyear home office. At the 
close of the long distance. ox- 
change of felicitationas Mr. Litch- 
field invited the Argentine pres{d-| 
ent to press the butten ~ which 
started the wheels of another 
addition to that country’s list of 
industrial enterprises. 
C..C. Slusser, vice president of 
Goodyenr, and A, G. Cameron, 
vice president of the Goodyear 
Export Company, sailed from New 
York on January 3 to participate 
in the opening ceremonies. 

Ross A. White, Goodyear manug- 
ing -director- in- Argentine sinee 
1916, is in charge of the new fac- 
tory. Fred W. Climer, for many 
years manager of the Goodyear 
factory personne] department at 
Akron is superintendent, and 
George Riveire, formerly manager 
of Goodyear Philippines and 
Goodyear ‘Spain, is sales manager. 
Rivefre has been with Goodyear 
about 14 years, 

The Hurlingham plant is 260 by 
400 feet, and in addition there are 
several annexes for boiler réom, 
engincering building, und switch- 
board quatters, 

The South American plnnt. ta 
the fifth foreign tyre plant 
established by Goodyear, two 
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others being ‘in Canada and one 
each in England and Australia, 
and is the ninth in total number, 
as four others are in the United 
States. 

Goodyenr operates its own tyre 
fabric milla at seven points in 
North America, has cotton plunta- 
tions in Arizona and rubber 
plantations in Sumntra and the 
Philippines. 

The Argentine plant's capacity 
will be 1000 tyres and 1000 tubes 
daily and about 400 people will be 
employed. . Actual production 
started {mmedintely following the 
formal opening January 24.

Electrical Equipment Service. 

Nowadays the installation of an 
automobile clectrical teat) bench 
has become an absolute necessity 
for nny modern service station 
undertaking an appreciable 
amount of electrical work. Only 
too often it is found that, while 
yiafat auma of money are spent In 
equipping service stations and 
garages with everything that could

time is lost unnecessarily. 

A good test bench such as_ ia 
made by Newtons of Taunton, for 
instance, and an efficient elec- 
trician are sufficient to enable any 
kervice station to undertake tho 
complete diagnosis of electrical 
troubles and the testing of equin- 
ment. 4

to-day iy remarkably reliable and 
ia the outcome of the moat inten- 
sive resenrch and testing, Take, 
for example, but one of the teats 
to which Lucas hatteries are sub- 
jeeted.
